In lOoS he married 
tho princess OlotiKle daiightor of \"ictor 
Emmanuel. lJuring tho .incond empire 
he signalized himself at once by his cow- 
ardice and mean attetn|its to gain popu- 
jsrity by opposing lua cousin's pi'ilk-y.

tute, and their only hope of release is 
from some of tha oldor childroii being 
ablo to supply their mother's placo. I 
could name more than one placo where 
the aggregate yearly earnings of tho fam- 
ily are nsarer ;gaOO than £200. Still, 
the mother trudges off to the mill daily 
along with hor husband and her grovm 
up Bons and daughter-^. Tho other day, 
in iny pastoral rounds, I called on a 
Woman who had lost her daughter from 
dyspepsia — a very 'common ailment 
among the families of the mill hands — 
and in the course oi conver8atioi3'"iVcame 
out that hor ago was 4-3 (of which 40 had 
been spent in tho mill), and that tho 
death of tha girl had disappoointed a 
long-cherished hone of release from her 
life long drudijory, which was now in- 
detinitely postponed until at loast a little 
girl of 10 h.id grown old enough to take 
her placo. Tho mill ia the unfailing re- 
sort for employment, and is much pre- 
ferred by the female section of tho com- 
munity to domestic service, on account of 
tho greater freedom and better pay, for a 
smart young weaver or spinner is soon 
export enough to earn IBs or 2l3 per 
week, and besides having her evenings 
and Sundays all to herself. Talk of 
money -hunters ia tho better clas.ses of 
society, the "lass" with tha sturdy frame 
and tho deft hand to earn big wages, like 
tha boy with tho cake, will h.we mony 
friends, anKioys to be placed .on even a 
more familiar footing!— Oodii )Vordi.
